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COTTON DUCK REORGANIZATION. 


Stout Resistance to the Trust’s Plans Develops Among 
Baltimore Capitalists—How the New Plan 
Would Affect Them. 


Battimore, Md., July 6, 1903.—The scheme of the pro- 
posed merger of the- Mount Vernon-Woodberry Cotton 
Duck Company, of Baltimore, into the United States Cot- 
ton Duck Corporation under the new financial reorganfza- 
tion scheme has struck a snag. A meeting of the income 
bondholders* committee of the Mount Vernon concern was 
held today. At its conclusion this statement was issued: 

“The income bondholders’ committee of the Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company met today and 
considered the reorganization plan recently put out. This 
committee consists of J. Henry Ferguson, Jesse Milles, 
Douglas H. Thomas, J. Wilcox Brown and Douglas H. 
Gordon. The committee was organized more than a month 
ago at the request of numerous holders of income bonds, 
and it has been awaiting the development of the company’s 
plans. The plan met with general disfavor, and the com- 
mittee adjourned until tomorrow, when it will take further 
steps looking to the protection of the income bondholders, 


and will make its recommendations.” 


Under the United States Corporation’s plan the income 
bondholders of the Baltimore companies would receive 
preferred securities for their bonds, but would be required 


to pay $250 cash in addition to each $1,000 bond turned 
for exchange for new securities.

The income bondholders 


would thus hand over to the United States Corporation 
$2,000,c00 in cash, in addition to their bond holdings. To 
this part of the scheme they object. 

There is talk in financial circles here of a separation of 
the Mount Vernon company from the United States Cor- 
poration.

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CHEMISTRY OF PAPER. 


The Resistance to Chemical Processes of Substances Unin- 
tentionally Contained in Paper—Matter Soluble 
in Various Mediums. 





Dr. Klemm, writing in the Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabri 
kation, says: Substances, unintentionally contained in paper, 
properly called matter out of place, whose chemical re- 
sistance I wish to examine, are in part soluble in water 
and partly in other dissolving means, acids, alkalies, ether 
and alcohol. Let us try to get acquainted with these 
bodies, in order to distinguish those to be considered 
harmless, and those that may be harmful under certain 
circumstances, and others threatening the existence of pa 
per under all circumstances 

In case we extract a paper with distilled water without 
heat, we obtain, as a rule, after evaporation of the paper, 
a residual of a yellowish or brownish shade, and that even 
from pure white papers and from unsized paper. Heating 
the residuum in a transparent glass vessel, we may notice 
the following characteristic appearance. The centre shows 
a glassy, more or less turbid spot, from a yellow to a 
brownish shade. Sometimes, however, the surface glitters 
in the colors of the rainbow, while the upper rim shows 
a white substance, consisting of diminutive crystals, ob 
servable under the microscope. The quantity of these 
bodies, soluble unwarmed water, may amount to only 
small traces, yet these may increase to such ag extent that 
we could extract a weighable substance in cold water from 
only a few grammes of paper. 

In sized papers this extract may exceed half of 1 per 
cent. and in boiled distilled water it is essentially higher, 
representing 38 per cent. in a normal sheet, when the 
cold water extract would only show 24 per cent. Collect- 
ing and heating the residuum in a porcelain or platinum 
shell, the substance turns black and leaves ashes after a 
red heat. Consequently the remainder contains organic 
and also mineral matter.

the organic bodies, soluble in water, we find some whose 
presence is generally known, and their influence has 
often been mentioned, such as excesses of aluminum sul- 
phates, chlorine salts, especially sodium chloride and 
calcium chloride, eventually also aluminum chioride. As 
a rule, we find sodium sulphate and sulphate of lime are 
seldom missing, and free sulphuric acid is not excluded 
\ part of these organic bodies, soluble in water, derive 
their origin from the mill water, although they generally 
consist of salts that have been applied for manufacturing 
purposes, and of bodies formed by reaction of applied 
chemical matter. Consequently their quantity and char- 
acter show a difference, according to the care taken dur 
ing the making of the paper, and according to the natur« 
of the latter. Much depends upon the sizing, or the ab 
sence of it, and the bleached or unbleached material 

Organic matter, soluble in water, as found in the water 
extract, has been but little examined. Starting with the 
visible material we frequently observe coloring matter; 
hydrates of carbon are frequently occupying an important 
part; sometimes we can trace starch, as shown in the blue 
color of the residue, or by means of the iodine test. Stil! 
other carbon hydrates are present, characterized by their 
quality, to reduce copper oxydide from Fehling’s solution. 
Consequently we prove the presence of dextrine or glucose 
Adding alcohol to a solution of the evaporated extract the 
presence of dextrine is shown in a flaky precipitate. Yet 
there may be some glucose, which is precipitable by larger 
quantities of alcohol in a concentrated solution. 

These substances may be derived from bleached rag 
stock, or-from starch contained in the same, or the starch 
may have been added during the sizing process. Probably 
the hydrolysing of carbon hydrates causes the formation of 
dextrine and sugar, and this process may be continued dur 
ing the warming of the wet stuff, while it runs over the 
paper machine. My own experience leads me to ascribe to 
the dextrine the principal part of the organic bodies solu- 
ble in water, as even then, where there exists neither glue 
nor starch, a precipitate with tannic acid will produce 
flakes, and the latter may be still increased by a careful 
addition of muriatic acid. 

It is remarkable that bodies soluble in alcohol may be 
present in the water extract, especially when the same is 
heated, and even after filtration of the matter. These

Korean Paper Industry. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasurncton, D. C., July 6, 1903.—Commenting on the 
industrial situation in Korea, a recent official report says 
that properly speaking there are only two special indus- 
tries in Korea, one of which is the manufacture of paper. 
Korean paper is remarkable for its fineness and its power 
of resistance; it is made from the bark of a tree that grows 
in the southern part of the land. The bark is stripped off, 
and is reduced to pulp by washing and beating with a stick 
upon a large stone. The pulp is then spread out on linen 
cloth and washed with clear spring water, after which, 
placed in a wooden or stone vat, the juice of a plant whose 
flower resembles that of a cotton plant is mixed with it. 
When the pulp is suitably diluted a screen is passed 
through the vat, which collects a thin layer of the pulp. 
The layers, or sheets, are dried in stoves. To make oiled 
paper, of which there are fourteen varieties, a kind of 
colza oil is added. There are fifty-three kinds of Korean 
paper, costing from 1 cent to 33.7 cents per sheet. It is in 
great demand, and is used for writing and binding, for 
making window panes, for floor coverings, fans, rain hats 
and cloaks, &c. ar. o.

from the same cause. These rosin and aluminum salts 
play an important part in the chemical resistance of paper 
against inks in the sizing quality. 

Finally, we remember the combination of rosin fat, and 
iron, the importance of which we have learned to compre 
hend, and also the presence of finely divided sulphur in 
sulphite papers. It appears to be plain that these just men 
tioned substances, being insoluble in water, may remain 
inert during possible changes and exert no direct effect 
on matter which is purposely present in paper ; nevertheless, 
they may be of great consequence regarding the chemical 
resistance of paper; and so they are. 


Enlarging Envelope Plant.

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PHOTOGRAPHIC PAPER. 


The Difficulties in the Way of Manufacturing the Raw 
Paper—New Process of Dr, Laudenheimer 
—Some Details of Processes. 


Ihe manufacture of raw paper for photographic purposes 
demands sound technical knowledge, skilled workmanship, 
raw material of the finest quality, and special plant. Con- 
sequently, writes Dr. M. Scava, in La Revista Tecnica, 
only large works manufacturing fine articles can undertake 
this particular branch of the industry. We can then un- 
derstand how it is that two firms in Europe supply almost 
all the markets, viz., Messrs. Blanchet Fréres & Kleber, 
of Rives (Isére), France, and Messrs. Steinbach & Co., of 
Malmedy (Rhenish Prussia); their respective manufac- 
tures are styled “Rives paper” and “Steinbach, or Saxe 
paper.” 

Dr. Scava says: “I analyzed some samples of this paper 
at the laboratory for testing paper at the Royal Italian In- 
dustrial Museum. The approximate percentage of used 
flax was 85, and that of new cotton 15. The sizing was 
resin and starch mixed. Resistance to crushing, measured 
with a Schopper dynamometer, was slight, considering the 
nature of the pulp, which had a short fibre and was 
worked; average elongation, 24 per cent., and average 
length of rupture, 2,500 metres, estimated with the Schop- 
per dynamometer in an atmosphere containing 65 degrees 
of moisture (Regnault hygrometer). 

“The humidity of the paper was about 6 per cent.; the 
percentage of ash 3 to 4 and sometimes 9 to 14, composed 
essentially of kaolin and baryta.” 

Other firms, however, are now endeavoring to manufac- 
ture photographic paper in Germany, which in composition 
of pulp and quality resembies that mentioned above, viz., 
those of F. Schéller, of Burgh Gretesch, in Westphalia, 
and G. Roeder, of Marschendorf, in Bohemia. 

The great difficulty in this manufacture is to make a 
paper free from particles of iron and copper. These im- 
purities, due to the steel knives of the rag cutting machine 
or bronze of the Hollander, scarcely amount to traces, but 
they may cause dark or blackish spots when the paper is 
employed for photography, owing to the action of the 
nitrate or other silver salts in sensitizing the paper. 

It is not possible to remove every particle of metal by

treatment with dilute acids, but this might, perhaps, be 
done by aid of the new process of Dr. E. Laudenheimer, of 
Darmstadt, which is based upon employment of an oxidat- 
ing agent. This process consists in treating the pulp or the 
paper with acid solutions of peroxides or persulphates ac- 
cording to the reactions: 


H.O, + Fe + H.SO, = Fe SO, + 2 H:0 

2 NH, SO, + Fe = Fe SO. + (NH,4)2 SOx 
By thorough washing all trace of the re-agent is then elim- 
inated. 

However, even in the best Rives paper Dr. Scava found 
traces of iron, very small and certainly innocuous, due to 
the water employed in manufacture, all of which contains 
more or less traces of iron. 

Endeavors might be made to overcome the difficulty in 
making such paper, and 1ts monopoly, by finding some im- 
permeable material which has no reaction with the salts 
employed in photography which could be spread over the 
ordinary paper before sensitizing. Recently Dr. C. Dreher 
patented a system for making paper impermeable to any 
liquid. According to this idea the operations of sizing and 
finishing are executed simultaneously in the Hollander, and 
to prevent the substances utilized for finishing from sep- 
arating from the diluted resin soap solution (wax, ceresine, 
vegetable oils, paraffin, &c.) a soap is employed containing 
a great deal of resin in the free state so as to thoroughly 
emulsionize the said substances added to the soap before 
diluting. By this method one can easily undertake the 
manufacture of photographic paper. 

Rags should always be employed, as wood fibre—chem- 
ical cellulose and mechanical wood pulp—may cause the 
paper to turn yellow. Sizing is of great importance, for if 
weak it would allow the emulsion to sink deeply into the 
paper, which would then give dull portraits. 

In analysis a good Rives paper gave about 3 kilogrammes 
of soap resin per 100 of pulp. An addition of starch gives 
the paper the requisite rigidity. Animal size makes the 
proofs too rigid, as the sizing is superficial and is decom- 
posed in the photographic solutions, moreover, the proof 
acquires a reddish tint. 

Photographic paper, which must always be of uniform 
thickness, is coated with a sensitized surface (albumenized 
and platinotype), or first with baryta and then sensitized 
(aristotype). In the first-case the paper must be glazed, 
passed through the calender, and in the second it suffices 
to pass it through the smoothing rolls. 
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It Pays! 


In an albumenized paper works of New Jersey, U. S. A., 
100,000 eggs were utilized daily for albumenization. The 
yoke is salted and sent to tanneries, while the white is 
beaten in a drum driven by steam until it is in the form 
of foam. It is preserved in clay vessels until it becomes 
liquid again, because egg white which is not beaten precipi- 
tates the filamentose substance. The albumen which has 
acquired a colloidal consistency is subsequently let fer- 
ment in long glass cylinders, where it is kept for a length 
of time in an atmosphere with high temperature. After 
fermentation, which purifies the albumen and makes it 
more brilliant when spread over the paper, it is filtered 
and beaten again by hand, and allowed to liquefy in little 
stone pots. It is again filtered, and then colored with ani- 
line red, violet, or methyl blue, and sensitized with silver 
salts; finally, spread on the paper. 

When drained and sufficiently dry the paper is glazed 
between polished zinc plates, and left for several months 
to dry thoroughly. The daily production is thus more 
than twenty-five reams, and the average amount of albu- 
men employed for 500 leaves, 9 litres; three dozen eggs or 
so give one litre of albumen. 

In Germany the largest works is the Dresdener Albu- 
minfabrik, which utilizes a method similar to the preceding. 
When albumenized paper was almost exclusively employed 
Germany was in the front rank, and supplied all parts of 
the world, almost without a competitor. As soon, however, 
as the aristotype and celloidin paper was largely substituted 
for albumenized, photographic paper works were built in 
other countries, and Germany no longer monopolized the 
market. 

However, beside the old works of Dresden other estab- 
lishments now appeared at Berlin, Wernigerode, Cologne, 
Frankfort, Leipsic, Strasburg, Monaco, manufacturing 
celloidin, bromide of silver and platinotype papers. In 
the year 1900 there were 43 works employing 500 work- 
men. 


New Paper Mill for Mexico,

here state that a large paper mill is to be built in Mon- 
terey, Mexico. Carlos Piazzina, an Italian resident of that 
city, is primarily interested in the project. The plant will 
represent an initial expenditure of about $350,000 gold.

Labor Troubles. 


The strike fever appears to be spreading. There have 
been a number of small strikes, but that at Holyoke has of 
course been the one toward which all eyes were turned. 
Now Niagara Falls and Ballston have joined the “Paper 
City.” At the former the mill of the International Paper 
Company is down, while the demand for three shifts has 
been made on the Cliff Paper Company, and has been de- 
nied. At Ballston the Union Bag and Paper Company has 
denied the demands of its employees, and has shut down 
three of its mills at that place. 

The indications are that the output of paper will be re- 
stricted for some time. At Holyoke, while it is not so 
stated officially, it is believed that the manufacturers have 
decided not to start up their mills until after the annual 
shutdown in the first week in August, even if the men are 
willing to return to work. At Niagara Falls and Ballston 
there are indications that the same policy has been decided 
upon. The feeling on the part of the mill owners evi- 
dently is that if there is to be a strike it had better be 
at this season than when demand is more active, and when 
customers are pressing more urgently for product. In the 
case of the news mills it follows that if one is put on 
the three shift system, the others must be, and this is espe- 
cially so in the case of the International Paper Company. 
The news manufacturers are agreed that a year from now 
they would be willing to adopt the three tour system, and 
they are also agreed that if, following a demand for that 
system and a refusal to adopt it at once, the men strike, 
then the mills will be closed and kept idle. 

Of course it is yet too early to forecast the result on 
the general paper market. If the strikes continue there 
will be so much product taken out of the annual produc- 
tion that prices will naturally advance when the fall de 
mand sets in, while if the strikes are settled on a basis 
of higher wages or shorter hours prices will have to ad- 
vance because of the increased cost of manufacture. Con- 
sidered either way, the indications are that values will 
range higher later in the year. 

If the demand for three tours in the news mills should 
be made on all manufacturers, and because of a refusal 
to grant it the strike should become general, the news- 
paper publishers may have an opportunity to see a new 
phase of the paper market. It is conceded that the supply 
of news i§ below the normal at this season, and this is 
true, notwithstanding the fact that mills have been en- 
deavoring to accumulate a surplus to meet whatever 
emergency might arise. 

In the grades the Holyoke supply of which has been 
cut off there has been as yet no marked increase in price, 
but stocks are being reduced and dealers are helping one 
another out to a larger extent. 


The White Mountain Paper Company. 


The appointment of an ancillary receiver, and the issu- 
ance of new attachments, together with the scramble to 
get back lumber, machinery, &c., directs renewed attention 
to the affairs of the White Mountain Paper Company. 
These recent movements have caused a revival of trade 
discussion, and expressions of opinion both favorable and 
unfavorable to the company. 

The report of Mr. Donovan, the receiver of the company, 
is now before the reorganization committee for considera 
tion. Both factions in the ranks of the bondholders ex 
press the opinion that the mill will be completed, but when 
no one ventures to predict. The company expected to be 
making paper by this time, but it is yet a long way from 
that point. The plant was planned on a large scale. The 
original idea was of a mil) the main feature of which 


seems to have been size, the financial plans to accomplish 


the results desired being altogether disproportionate to the 
plans of the mill. 

The fact is the mill will not be built and the company 
will not be an actual factor until there is a reorganization 
that will eliminate certain elements that heretofore have 
been prominent in the company’s affairs, and that will pro 
vide a system of congucting affairs that will make impossi- 
ble extravagance, that will prevent incompetent manage- 
ment, and that to use Receiver Donovan's phrase, “will 


protect every honest dollar” put into the concern. 


At the annual meeting of the French Paper Makers’ As- 
sociation, recently held at Paris, there were some com- 
ments as to the diversity which exists with regard to the 
dry weight of wood pulp in different countries. It was 
pointed out, apropos of the degree of humidity, that many 
German makers go up to 12 per cent., i. e, 88 parts of 
absolutely dry pulp, which is thus supposed to absorb 
moisture to the extent of about 13% per cent. of its dry 
weight. The British Wood Pulp Association, on the other 
hand, define air dry as being 90 parts of dry pulp and 
10 parts water, an absorption of 11.11 per cent. It was 
suggested that the decimal system should form the basis 
of calculation, the actual weight of pulp having 10 per cent. 
added to it to allow for moisture, the percentage of which 
would then be 10-110. The Congress proposed that the 
central committee of the association should communicate 
with the English association on the subject, with a view 
to a revision of the present code of rules relative to the 
sale of wood pulp so as to create a uniform practice for 
both countries. It looks very much as though the Ger- 
man and the Briton were discussing the same question 
that formerly furnished basis for contention and lawsuits 
on this side of the water, where the buyer had one way 
of figuring the moisture and the seller a totally different 
method. In the long run the seller’s views prevailed, and 
we believe that now the basis of calculation is the same 
as that of the British Wood Pulp Association. 


It looks as though the book paper manufacturers in 
the West were going to make a success of “getting to- 
gether.” They have shut down their mills for a week, and 
it is reported that when the plants are started up next 
Monday, the product will be placed for sale through the 
General Paper Company, of Chicago, and that quotations 
will range higher. The General Paper Company has made 
a success of the business that it has been conducting for 
other mills, and this of itself would lead to the conclusion 
that the book men would do well to put their product un- 
der the control of that company. The book paper market 
in the West certainly needs a guiding hand as badly as 
the news market formerly did. 





One can get a pretty clear idea of the work that the 
Cornell School of Forestry started out to do, and that it 
did up to the time when it was killed, from an article that 
we reprint on page 54. As is there stated it was the most 
important institution of its kind on this side of the water. 
It was in charge of men who stand at the head of their 
profession, but as its system was opposed to that that pro- 
posed to preserve forests by letting them go to waste and 
ruin, it was wiped out of existence. Its removal is a 
distinct loss to the movement for preserving the forests 
by scientific methods of care and cultivation, and will do 
much to retard the progress of scientific forestry in this 
country. 


Some progress has been made in this country in the pro- 
duction of photographic paper, but much remains to be 
done to place us in a position to fully supply our needs. 
On page 46 is an article by Dr. Scava, and which is re- 
printed from La Revista Tecnica. It contains sug- 
gestions that may be of practical value to those interested 
in the manufacture of photographic paper. 


It is reported that certain New York and Philadelphia 
capitalists who are interested in newspaper properties in 
those cities are planning to build a mill in North Carolina 
for the manufacture of news paper. It is suggested that 
one of the capitalists is a gentleman who has newspapers 
in New York, Philadelphia and Chattanooga, and that he 
might be the mill’s largest customer 

You never can tell to what end a boy who enters the 
paper trade will come. Thirty years ago T. H. Given was 
the office boy of the Markle Paper Company. Ten days 
ago he was made president of a $75,000,000 bank merger 
in Pittsburg. It is always sad to see a boy throw himself 
away in this style

A roofing paper plant is projected at Ensley, N. C. 

The Chase Felt and Paper Company, Cly, Pa., expects 
to have its new paper mill running by the early part of 
September. 

The brick building formerly occupied by the Sunnyside 
board mills, Unionville, Conn., has been leased to a cut- 
lery company. ‘ 

The Kaukauna Fibre Company’s mill was shut down 
a couple of days last week to permit of the building 
of a new ventilating shaft from the blowpits. The shaft is 
50 feet high, 5 feet in diameter, and made of 2 inch pine. 

The Megargee Paper Mills Company has sold to Alfred 
Mackie, of Fair Hill; Theodore W. Bye and William 
Willard, of Kemblesville, the Spring Lawn paper mill 


site, five houses, two barns and fine water power, near

Paper Mill Engine—Folding Paper Box—Gluing Mechan- 
ism for Paper Boxes—Trademarks 
for Papers. 


Charles Sands Elder, of Westbrook, Me., has been 
granted patent No. 732,530 on a paper mill engine. 
“My invention,” says the inventor, “relates to improve- 


ments in paper engines, and more particularly to what is“ 


well known in the art as the ‘Jordan’ engine. As hereto- 
fore constructed the Jordan ‘engine consisted oi a conical 
shaped shell having a series of angular cutting knives ex- 
tending in a longitudinal direction and spaced apart cir- 
cumferentially around the interior of the shell. These have 
generally been arranged in two or more series and spaced 
apart substantially equidistant except that at four points 
go degrees apart the knives and block were varied by 
the insertion of what may be called ‘keying blocks.’ These 
consist of a front and back block, each having a straight 
side and an angular side, and the key proper having two 
straight sides, whereby it is adapted to be driven in be- 
tween the back and front blocks, and thus made to hold 
the blocks and knives firmly in position. As heretofore 
constructed no knives have been used between the key 
proper and the front and back blocks, thus leaving a con- 
siderable open space, which interfered more or less with 
the uniform beating up of the pulp. As heretofore con- 
structed the angular spacing blocks and the front and back 
blocks have been laminated to facilitate the chipping of 
them when the knives have become worn, but the keying 
block proper has always been made solid, for the reason 
that if the keying block proper, as well as the front and 
back blocks, were laminated and glued together, as is the 
custom, the moisture would cause the adjacent edges, 
where wood comes against wood, to swell and warp.” 

The invention consists broadly, first, in interposing 
straight knives with the angular knives; secondly, in in- 
serting straight knives between the front and back key 
blocks and the key proper, and, thirdly, in making the 
keying block proper laminated, which can be done by im- 
proved construction, since the edge of the keying block 
proper comes directly against the knives. 

Fig. 1 is a front elevation of the shell of the engine, the 
plug being removed and only enough of the blocks being 
shown laminated to illustrate the construction of the 
blocks, and Fig. 2 is a plan view of the plug removed 


from the shell. The construction and operation of these 
apart from the improvements hereinbefore referred to are 
the same as in the ordinary Jordan engine. A represents 
the shell of the engine, and B the plug. Spaced apart 
circumferentially around the shell are a series of angular 
cutting knives C, extending longitudinally thereof, and in- 
terposed between said knives are angular spacing blocks 
D. The knives are designed to project slightly above the

face of the blocks, as seen at C’. These knives wear in 
use, and it has been the custom when the knives have 
worn close to the blocks to remove the plug and chip the 
surface of the blocks between the knives without taking 
them out. To facilitate this chipping, it has been cus- 
tomary to make the blocks laminated, the several laminz 
D’ being glued together. At certain points in the shell 


(here shown at four pemts distant from cach-ether-go-de-—--49092 rr 


grees) are inserted keys, which firmly lock the knives and 
blocks in position. The keys consist of the front blocks 
E, the back blocks F, having one straight side and one 
angular side, and the key proper G. Interposed between 
the straight sides of the back block and front block and 
the key proper are straight knives H. The key proper is 
made up of two or more lamine I. 

Independent of the fact that the straight knives fill the 
large vacant space otherwise required by the three blocks 
which go to make up a key, it is claimed that the straight 
knives, combined with the angular knives, accomplish a 
much more effective and uniform beating up of the pulp 
than is the case when only angular knives are employed. 

The advantages of the improved engine are that the plug 
need not be run so close to the shell, lessening the wear on 
the knives and the power necessary to run the engine. It 
also lessens the time required to chip the engine. It also 
improves the quality of the product, lessening the amount 
of waste.

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CORNELL SCHOOL OF FORESTRY. 


The Most Important Imstitution of Its Kind in America 
—What It Did—Educational Work 
in Forestry. 





The closing of the Cornell School of Forestry, be- 
cause of Governor Odell’s withdrawal of the annual ap- 
propriation of $10,000 for its maintenance, removes fronr 
the field of American technical schools the most important 
institution of its kind outside of Europe, says the New 
York Sun. Governor Odell believes that Cornell Uni- 
versity, in seeking to market the hardwoods on its Adi- 
rondack preserve, has been pursuing a policy prejudicial to 
the State’s first aim in the northern forests—the preserva- 
tion of this great woodland tract in all its virgin beauty. 

With Cornell out of the field only four schools of for- 
estry remain in the United States—the Yale school at 
New Haven, the Biltmore school in North Carolina and 
the new schools at Harvard and Michigan. In none of 
these institutions, however, does the instruction come up 
to the standard set at Cornell, where a four years course 
was provided, leading to the degree of Forest Engineer. 
Graduates of the Cornell school are to be found in the 
United States Bureau of Forestry, the Forestry Bureau 
in the Philippines, the United States General Land Office, 
the New York Forest Commission, in several private for- 
est preserves and in several large lumber companies, 

The professional forester recognizes three objects to be 
attained by forest growth: To furnish wood supplies, to 
provide protection of soil and water flow, and to afford 
pleasure and sport. On steep alpine mountain slopes, 
where a forest cover is to be maintained to prevent erosion 
and the rapid surface drainage of waters, protecting for- 
ests must be grown. In certain sections of the Adiron- 
dacks, where the State has set aside forest property as a 
game preserve or recreation ground, a luxury forest is 
maintained. But the primary object of forest growth, in 
the opinion of the Cornell school, is the production of 
useful material—of wood crops—in the business forest. 

The aim at such institutions as Cornell, Yale and Bilt 
more is to do for the new profession of forestry what the 
great engineering universities have done for mechanical 
engineering, mining engineering, clectrical engineering and 
their applied branches. For two years the forester’s major 
studies are academic. He devotes much of his time to 
mathematics, including analytic geometry and the calculus; 
pen topography and land surveying; the natural sciences, 
physics, chemistry, zoology, meteorology, entomology, den 
drology, geographical botany, plant physiology, and geol- 
ogy, as well as political economy. 

In his upper class years in the university he studies law 
and political economy, botany, physical geography and 
fish culture and game preservation. Text book and lecture 
instruction in forestry runs through the four years; but, in 
the spring terms of the junior and senior years, the stu- 
dents all live in the woods, where their instructors put 
them at work applying the principles taught in the lecture 
rooms. 

The university lectures cover such technical subjects as 
biological dendrology—the life history and laws of growth 
of trees and their sylvicultural requirements; sylviculture 
—the principles of arboriculture, application of dendrology 
to crop production, methods of reproduction, improvement 
of crops, nursery practice and forest planting; forest pro- 
tection—methods of guarding against trespass, loss from 
fires, insects and diseases, and the measures to’ prevent 
erosion, washing and deterioration of soils; timber physics 
and wood technology ; exploitation—the methods and means 
employed in the harvest of forest products, logging, trans- 
portation, milling and the preparation of wood for market 

These lecture courses on crop production are followed 
by others in forest economy, which includes forest men- 
suration—methods of ascertaining the volume of felled and 
standing trees; forest regulation—the principles underlying 
the preparation of plans of management for continuous 
wood and revenue production; forest valuation and finance 
—the principles and methods of ascertaining the money 
value of forest growths; forest administration, forest his 
tory and politics. 

Econemic considerations demand that the State prevent 
the despoiling of our American forests by lumbermen and 
pulp makers. The yearly lumber harvest in this country 
now amounts to more than 40,000,000,000 cubic feet. Great 
tracts of virgin forest have been devastated without pro- 
The increasing de- 
mands for daily newspapers and many editions of them 


vision being made for the future. 


is having a marked effect on forests close to the centres 
of densest population. A single New York newspaper 
consumes 140 tons of paper every day, or 100,000,000 
pounds a year. Every day in the year 30 acres of timber 
must be cut to feed the presses of this single newspaper. 
In consequence of this rapid consumption of wood pulp 
the available supplies of spruce are diminishing in this 
country and the pulp makers are moving northward into 
the Canadian forests for their raw material, 


By the creation of great forest reservations by the Na- 
tional and State Governments like the 3,000,000 acre pre- 
serve in the Adirondacks, and the proposed Appalachian 
preserve, it is intended to set up certain barriers to stay 
the progress of the lumbermen and pulp makers. But 
some professional foresters point out that the best inter- 
ests of the nation are not being conserved by the present 
policy of forbidding the cutting of trees on State lands. It 
is as idle, they say, to forbid the harvesting of wood 
crops when they reach maturity as it would be to forbid 
the farmer to reap his grain. Timber must be had and 
millions of trees must be felled every year. What is urged 
by professional foresters is not prohibitive legislation, but 
scientific silviculture, so that new wood crops may be 
raised to provide for future .demands. 

While lumbering is as ancient as war, forestry is a new 
art. The lumberman takes axe and saw into the virgin 
forest with but one purpose—to fell all the timber he can 
sell at a profit. The scientific forester, while not ignoring 
the demands of his own pocketbook, works for the re- 
motest prosperity. When he clears a tract of the wilderness 
of its century old timber he sows the seed for a new forest, 
although the new crop may not mature for another cen- 
tury. He secks, even, by the scientific direction of Na- 
ture’s work, to leave for posterity a better forest than he 
found. 

Since the forester curtails his profits by making pro- 
vision for posterity, it is evident that forestry can be prac- 
ticed only by the State, or by great investment corpora- 
tions, operating on so large a scale that the distant future 
must enter into the calculations of this generation. 

The laboratory of the Cornell School of Forestry is a 
tract of forest in the heart of the Adirondacks. Big Tupper 
Lake is on the west, Long Lake on the south, while Sar- 
anac Lake lies to the northeast. Mount Seward lifts its 
lofty peak on the southeastern boundary of the forest. 
High elevations, slopings of varying aspect, valleys and 
river bottom lands are represented in the diversified topog- 
raphy. About half the property is virgin timber, the other 
half more or less culled pine and spruce, with a small sec- 
tion of burned over lands, where artificial reforestation has 
been practiced. 

There, in the spring, the student foresters have donned 
rough clothes and joined the woodchoppers. Their field 
work has included the inspection of logging operations, 
timber estimation and measurement, surveying, locating 
roads, nursery work and planting, marking trees for cut- 
ting, practical work in sugat orehards,-and excursions ‘to 
fishing grounds and hatcheries. 

In the Adirondack forests, the hardwoods—birch, maple 
and beech—predominate ; while the more useful conifers— 
pine, spruce and hemlock—have been growing less numer- 
ous year by year. In the eyes of the lumbermen the white 
pine is the king of the woods, and, with the development 
of the pulp industry, spruce is next in importance. The 
consumption of conifers in this country is three times as 
great as that of hardwoods. ' The Cornell tract having been 
conducted as a “business forest,” the leading aim has been 
to promote the growth of these conifers. 

Extensive nurseries for the raising of seedlings have 
been established at Axton and Wambeek. Last spring a 
million trees were planted by the direction of the univer- 
sity corps of foresters. Five hundred thousand seedlings 
of pine and spruce were shipped from the Axton nur- 
series to the State Forest Commission and the Yale For- 
estry School. In additicn enough seed was sown in the 
nurseries to raise 1,500,000 seedlings. o 

From Germany, where the art of fotestry has been prac- 
ticed for two centuries, American foresters must learn 
much of their profession. The Prussian state forests are 
nearly 7,000,000 acres in area. Two-thirds of this land is 
managed by clearing and artificially replanting; nearly a 
third is managed by the rapid removal system. On about 
35,000 acres single trees are selected here and there in the 
forest, leaving nature to reproduce the crop. On the 
cleared areas from 2,000 to 4,000 seedlings per acre are 
In twenty-five or thirty years this number is re 
duced to about 1,800 trees growing up like wheat in a 
field.

PAPER.—As is usually the case after the Fourth of 
July, the market has been extremely quiet this week. The 
situation, however, is devoid of interest, as the strikes and 
rumors of strikes serve to keep things stirred up. Were 
it not for the trouble at the mills the trade would probably 
be very quiet this summer. As it is, the demand for paper 
is small, still it is about up to the average for the first part 
of July. There is, however, an absence of the big business, 
some of which is generally placed about this time. In 
regard to these large orders it is stated that the manufac- 
turers, instead of offering special inducements to buyers, 
are disinclined to accept any future delivery orders. Only 
what is known as current business is in favor just now. 
As a result there is little doing. The manufacturer wants 
to wait till the labor troubles are definitely ended, and the 
buyer not needing paper is in no hurry to place his orders, 
especially when he can get no assurance that these will be 
filled on time. This disturbed condition applies particularly 
to Writings and News paper. In the former the contin- 
uance of the strike at Holyoke has stiffened the market con- 
siderably, but it has not as yet caused any advance in prices. 
The reason for this is the fact that this is not the buy- 
ing season. Should the strike continue for many weeks 
more there is no doubt but that there would be advances 
in nearly all grades of Writings. In News the situation is 
just now rather alarming, as a number of the mills are 
already down and it is reported that others are apt to 
close down very soon. The effect of a general strike in the 
News mills would be more serious than a shutdown in any 
other division ot the industry, as the interests are much 
larger. Already, in anticipation of a strike, the newspapers 
of the East have been notified of the danger and have been 
asked to curtail their consumption of paper as much as 
possible. Book paper is steady, although the demand is 
comparatively light. Manilas are not very strong, especial- 
ly those made principally of ground wood. Just now the 
demand for Manilas is small. Boards are moving, but are 
not in strong demand.
